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Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-15, drawn to a yarn, classified in class 57, subclass 57. 

II. Claims 16-20, drawn to a process of making a yarn, classified in class 156, 
subclass 166. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as forming the 
yarn without melting the binder fibers. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. During a telephone interview was conducted by Mr. Terrel Morris with Ms Virginia 
Andrew on May 4, 1999 a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the 
invention of Group II, claims 16-20. However, upon further analysis of the elected claims, it was 
determined that product-by-process claims 19-20 should properly belong to group I. In light of a 
new grouping of claims, an attempt was made to contact Ms Andrew on June 4 or 7, 1999 to 
inquire whether the election of group II (claims 16-18) is going to be maintained. However, 
Examiner failed to contact Ms Andrew.
